Record 7 Pitchers 


In Stunning Com eback 


BROOKLYN » — The battling 
Brooklyn Dodgers m auled a rec­ 
ord seven New York Yankee pitch­ 
ers on the hatting of Gil Hodges 
today and then roared to a 13-8 
comeback victory for their second 
straight World Series trium ph 
Hodges, the "goat" of the 1952 
scries when he went hitless in 21 
bitter tim es at bat. led off a des­ 
peration Brooklyn rally when the 
Dodgers trailed by six big runs 
in the second inning and then 
twice cam e through with two-run 
doubles which, wrapped it up be­ 
fore 55 217 spectators, 
including 
presidential 
candidate 
Adlai E. 
Stevenson. 
Yogi B erra's grand slam homer, 
the fifth in World Series history, 
had cannoned the Yankees to a fat 
(1-0 lead In the second inning and 
the Dodgers were as blue as the 
skies above. 
But Duke Snider's 10th series 
homer, a three-run blast in the bot­ 
tom of the second, topped one of 
the' wildest and w eirdest innings 
In series historv as the Dodgers 
battled back with six runs to tie 
it up. 


THOSE 11 RUNS in the second, 
five for the Yankees and six for 
Brooklyn 
tied the record 11-run 
inning of the A's and the Cubs 
27 long years ago. and routed both 
starters 
Big Don N'ewcombe- trying un- 
auccessfully to handcuff a Yankee 
team which three tim es had beat­ 
en him in the series, shuffled out 
first after onlv one and two-thirds 
Innings But "Doghouse Don" Lar­ 
sen didn't last any longer, and 
In the end. it was the 25-year-old 
Bessent who picked no the victory 
as Tom Morgan suffered the de­ 
feat. 


THE DODGERS had plenty of 
help from a parade of Yankee 
pitchers, scoring a record 11 walks 
In addition to their 12 hits. But 
It was the quiet Hodges’ bellowing 
bat which adm inistered th e couo 
de grace, just as it did with a 
winnng three-run hom er In Wed­ 
nesday's first game 
After Bessent took over on the 
mound for Brooklyn, the Dodgers 
went ahead to the third onlv to 
have the Yankees come back to 
tie it at 7-7 in the fourth. 


BUT TN THE bottom 
of the 
Inning. Hodges got the first of his 
two doubles, driving in two runs 
to break the tie and the Dodgers 
were never headed from then on 
Hodges doubled again in the fifth 
to acore two more runs and Ju­ 
nior Gilliam put some m ore icing 
on the cake in the eighth when 
he singled across two m ore off 
Mickey M cDermott, the seventh 
Yankee pitcher of the game.

Ronald Button. 53. Hollywood at­ 
torney and form er Republican na­ 
tional committeeman, to be state 


treasurer. 
Button will succeed Charles G. 
Johnson. 76. who resigned Wednes­ 
day after 34 years in office. But­ 
ton will take office Nov. 1 when 
the ailing 
Johnson's 
resignation 
takes effect. 


KNIGHT’S 
APPOINTMENT 
of 
Button came as a total surprise to 
m ost Capitol obaervers. 
His name 
had never been mentioned as a 
likely candidate and as late as 
Thursday Assemblyman Glenn E. 
Coolidge 
(R-Felton> 
w a s m en­ 
tioned as most likely person to 
win the S14,000-a-year post. 
But Knight told reporters at a 
news conference that he had pre­ 
vailed upon Button to take the job 
Thursday night in Los Angeles. 


“ RON AND I have been close 
personal f r i e n d s since 1932," 
Knight said, "and I have observed 
his career at close range for a 
long, long tim e.” 
Button's appointment will run 
for the rem ainder of Johnson's 
term which expires Dec 31. 1956. 
Button, like Knight, is a grad­ 
uate of Stanford University. 
He 
was adm itted to practice in Cali­ 
fornia in 1928 and has specialized 
in corporation and general busi­ 
ness.

Mrs. Bunco, 55, arrived home 
from her clerk's job, and asked 
the girl what she did with the 65 
weekly allowance her uncle gave 
her. 
A few minutes later the aunt 
walked into the living room and 
the girl swung the axe. 
hitting 
Mrs. Bunce on the left side of the 
head. 
“AUNTIE DIDN'T SAY a word 
after the first tim e I hit h er," po­ 
lice quoted the girl as saying. She 
then stabbed the woman with a 
butcher knife "until it bent,” and 
then again with a bread knife 
The girl said she then stood on 
a washing machine near the door 
waiting to ambush her uncle. 
When the 54-year-old m achinist 
arrived home from work she was 
unable to go through with the act. 
She dropped the axe and led him 
to his wife's slashed body.

Mr. Eisenhower set forth his po­ 
sition in a news conference state­ 
m ent replying to Democratic presi­ 
dential candidate Adlai E . Steven­ 
son's proposal to

The President also said he has 
found it necessary to intensity his 
cam paigning to clear away what 
he called the underbrush of oppo­ 
sition m isstatm ents. 


WHEN HE WAS asked if his phy­ 
sicians had placed any lim itation' 
on his campaigning. Mr. Eisen­ 
hower said on the contrary they 
have been telling him he can do 
more than he wants to do.

are not bright. He «aid there m ust 
be m ore cuts in government spend­ 
ing before it would be logical to

But its rediscovery by modern 
churches, as the most meaningful 
basis for religious contributions, is 
a cumparalively recent develop­ 
ment 
For years most U.S. Protestant 
churches have based their annual 
contributions canvasses tradition­ 
ally conducted in October or No­ 
vember on the budget for the com­ 
ing year.

Have you ever been driving alone in 


your car a nd suddenly become aware of 


a hissing or a knocking you had never 


heard before? Most likely your heart 


skipped a beat and then pounded at a 


stepped-up rate until you got to the first 
garage. 
The odds are heavy that if the head 
mechanic assured youit was "just a n ­ 
other noise,” you drove away at ease 
and after a mile or two you couldn t 
even hear th e sound again. 
About th e same thing happens to your 
mind and body when you are listening 
to an orchestra and suddenly hear only 
the clarinet section. The clarinets are 
not playing too loudly, and they are not 
doing a solo part, but somehow your 
"receiving” mechanism has become so 
adjusted th a t you don’t hear anything 
else. 
Why? Well, part of it Is mechanical 
and part is neurological, or psychologi­ 
cal. It Is something like looking at some 
indlvidu® a s a whole and considering 
him a wonderful personality. Then you 
turn your hypercritical spotlight on him 
and find th a t he sometimes bites his 
nails or suck s air through his teeth, or 
his socks a n d ties are hideously inhar­ 
monious, so he can't be very w onderful,

The principal difficulty is th a t its ef­ 
ficient use requires extensive alteration 
of the carburetor. This m ay not seem 
Insuperable. However, w hat would hap­ 
pen to carburetors when the tim e came 
to wean them from alcohol? 
Curiously, the Mundt-Jensen bill itself 
assures that such a time would come. It 
would suspend the penalty ta x on pure 
gasoline whenever grain surpluses were 
used up. This, the authors s ta te w ith In­ 
nocent exuberance, would not ta k e more 
than 14 months. T he bill would be a 
bonanza for garage mechanics.

Santa Claus Came Early

He is a neat elderly executive, 
the former *63,000 ay ear presi­ 
dent of the N. O. Nelson Com­ 
pany. 
His story affords an in­ 
sight into a neat feat at high fi­ 
nance. Namely, how to lift your­ 
self by your own bootstraps. 
The background of his testi­ 
mony was this: 
ON AUG 2.7, 1955. Sydney Al­ 
bert. a high-powered Ohio finan­ 
cier and hs Bcllanca Corporation 
bought 105,726 shales of the N. O. 
Nelson Company of St. Louis. 
This gave them about 97 per cent 
of the stock of this 80-year-old 
distributor of plumbing supplies. 
They paid *43 a share lor the 
stock—about *4.500.000. To cover 
this investment, they got a *4,- 
500,000 loan twd days later from 
The Mastan Company of New 
York. 
On the same day, they elected 
five "Albert men" as members 
of N. 
Q. 
Nelson's 
seven-man 
board of directors. 
ON DEC. 2, 1955. the N. O. Nel­ 
son Company borrowed *3,400,000. 
The terms were stiff 
It had to 
pay 12 per cent Interest on the 
loan. But the company's records 
showed that the loan was duly ap­ 
proved by the new board of direc­ 
tors. 
The 
minutes 
said 
that 
President Leo Bachle presided 
Three days later, on Dec. 5, 
Santa Clause came early io the 
Bcllancc Corporation The N. O. 
Nelson Company decided to loan 
Ballanca the same *3.400,000 it 
had just borrowed 
N. O. Nelson's directors didn't 
quibble about small matters like 
interest rates. They brushed that 
off by okaying 
any rate that 
"would be for the best interests" 
of the/firm. 
Again, the minutes stated, "lilr. 
Leo Bachle, president of the com­ 
pany." presided. 
THREE MONTHS LATER, on 
Mar 8. 1956. N. O. Nelson's board 
of directors voted to declare a 
dividend on its stock. 
In 4955. the firm paid no div- 
dends. It had made a mere *150,- 
000 profit that year. 
Even that 
was better than its performance 
in 1953 and 1954. however. Both 
years it went in the^ red. 
Despite 
that blc'ak 
perform­ 
ance. the directors voted to de­ 
clare the biggest dividend in the 
firm's history—a dividend of *33 
a share. 
That came to about *3.500.000 
on the shares held by Sydney 
Albert and his Bcllanca Corpo- 
. ration. It was more than enough 
to wipe out the debt that Bellanca 
incurred three months earlier, 
when it borrowed *3.400.000 from 
N. O. Nelson Company. 
IN THE SPACE of six months. 
Albert and his Bellanca Corpo­ 
ration had bought N. O. Nelson 
Company for *4.500.000. The firm 
then turn around and lent Bellan- 
ca *3.400,000 almost the amount 
of the purchasa price. Tha Jop- 


a fully-own­ 
ed subsidiary of N. O. Nelson, 
added another *200.000 to the loan 
Then. N. O. Nelson obligingly de­ 
clared a huge dividend that just ■ 
about wiped Bellanca'* dept off 
it» books. 
In effect. Sydney Albert and 
Bellanca bought the old St. Louis 
firm almost with its own money. 
They wound up as owner of the 
world's fourth largest distributor 
of plumbing supplies — one that 
did more than *17.000.000 worth of 
business a year—for a song. After 
the debits and credits cancelled 
each other out. the firm had cost 
them about *1.000,000. 
Four and a half months after 
declaring it dividend of *3,500.000 
plus, N. O. Nelson Company filed 
a petition in bankruptcy. It said 
it couldn't pay some *2.300,000 it 
owed its creditors, when their 
bills would come dug. 
Sydney 
Albert and Bellanca sold out their 
slock in the firm before the crash 
came. 
A minority stockholder has filed 
suit to bar the distribution of the 
dividend. 
IN REFEREE O Herrin's court, 
the question that puzzled creditrs 
was this. 
Why did Leo Bachle, 
president of the firm for nearly 
20 years, and a board member, 
go along with the plan to go in 
debt *3.600.000 and then loan this 
borrowed money to Bellanca Cor­ 
poration. 
They were even more amazed, 
when they heard his reply: 
"I knew nothing about the . . . 
loan . . . I was In the hospital 
from the twenty-second day of 
November to the tenth—it was 
approximately around that—the 
tenth day of December, and ap­ 
parently the loan and things went 
on in that time, all of which I 
was never told,. . 
MR. KEITH MUNROE. execu­ 
tive vice president of N. O. Nel­ 
son Company, was also ques­ 
tioned about the board meeting. 
Munroe, also a member of the 
board, was in charge during the 
president's illness. 
"Did you attend such a meet­ 
ing?” he was asked. 
"I did not," he replied. 
Fur­ 
thermore, he added, he had nev­ 
er seen a notice ol the meeting. 
The minutes of this meeting were 
drawn up by the board secretary, 
an "Albert man," he testified. 


REFEREE O'HERRIN c a m e 
to this conclusion: 
"There is no doubt in my mind 
that this company was looted.” 
He agreed with a lawyer for 
one of the minority stockholders 
and an attorney for the Security 
and Exchange Commission. Both 
asked that the company be re­ 
organized under Chapter 10 of 
the bankruptcy law. This would 
give Ihe SEC a chance to get at 
the books of the firm, and dig 
deeper into its tangled financial 
affairs.
